OPPOSITION TO THE ASYLUM. 


The insane asylum bill has been 
again postponed, this tine until Thurs- 
day next. The Virginia Chronicle is 
bitterly hostile to the whole scheme 
and charges the Washee delegation 
with log-relling, &., in order to se- 
cure its passage. It says the people 
would be better served by turning the 
amount over te the general fund and 
reducing taxation fer two years than 
by putting it into such an asylum. 
This argument is ne deubt cerrect, so 
far as the first twe years are con- 
cerned, but how about the next two aod 
the next two afterthat. Figures have 
been given repeatedly to show that we 
could save enough in a short time to 
build the asylum. The centract with 
Clark & Langdon is a fat one aad they 
can keep the patients in good style 
and still make meney. These profits 
ought to be saved to the state of Ne- 
vada. The money necessarily expend- 
ed ought te benefit our laberers and 
our tradesmen, instead of those of Cal- 
fornia. The expeases ef the contract 
is only a part of the burden. Ifa 
man has a friend se terribly afflicted 
as to become an inmate of this place 
he would like to see him or her once 
im a while and know that geod care is 
taken of patients and ns cruelty or 
hardships inflicted. This would be 
possible with an asylum at heme and 
impossible, for many, with it away in 
Stockton. With lumber cheap, fine 
stone quarries in sight of town, water 
and land provided for, labor abundant, 
and all supplies at the door, a hun- 
dred and twenty-five thousand dellars 
would be sufficient to provide good, 
cemfortable quarters for all who will 
need them fer years tocome. We do 
net ask the Washoe delegation todo 
any log- rolling er any trading. If the 


members of the legislature do not] Logan 


see fit to vote to make this apprepri- 
atien, our members are not respensi- 
ble. Let their own constituents be the 
adges in the matter. We believe 
that a sound business policy, that jus- 
tice te the poor patients, that human- 
ity and state pride all are en the side 
of the bill. If members choese te 
fight the bill because ef a hostile feel- 
ing to Rene or the Washoe delegatien, 
they can settle that matter with their 
censtituents.

R. R from ene end ef the state to the 
other, and that there are very few lo- 
calities where they are not to be found. 
Now it would seem to a man upa 
tree that the intent and 1 a 
reservation, w neentrate a e 
Indians u — — for whem it 
was set aside; and not for the special 
benefit of one, twe, or half a dozen, as 
the case now stands. They can and de 
assemble, at many ef the best hunting 

in the state in such numbers, 
as to abselutely drive all the game 
away. To erte a case in point: Last 


ug | fall at the sink of the Humboldt, dur- 


ing the frst of the hunting season, it
